Management asked for an- 
other negotiation session Mon- 
day night and brought in a 
changed proposal on the work 
classification issue, and the ten- 
tative contract settlement was to 
be recommended to the member- 
ship.

They extended their 
contracts from their January 
expiration date only to Thursday.

Food store employe members 
of the unions will meet next 
Sunday to vote on the final em- 
ployer offer, If it is rejected, a 
strike will automatically result. 
Alameda County Local 879 set its 
meeting at 7:30 a.m. at the Oak- 
land Auditorium Theater. 


If a strike occurs, it could start 
as early as Sunday. 

A move toward possible settle- 
ment was dropping by manage- 
ment on Tuesday of proposals to 
remove several beneficial con- 
tract provisions affecting a num- 
ber of loca! unions.

BIC warns of Nixon attack on unions 


Alameda County Building 
Trades Council delegates this 
week warned that the Nixon ad- 
ministration is moving to destroy 
construction labor as a prelude 
to a crackdown on the whole la- 
bor movement and urged work- 
ing people to strengthen their 
organizations against the threat. 

Tom Sweeney of Electrical 
Workers 595 cited a Nixon pro- 
posal to outlaw hiring hall ar- 
rangements in federal construc- 
tion. And he warned of the ad- 
ministration’s threat to suspend 
the Davis-Bacon Act or elimin- 
ate its prevailing fair wave re- 
quirement by administrative 
rules changes. 

“If they destroy the building 
trades,” Sweeney said, “they’ll 
destroy the rest: of the !abor 
movement.” 

Sweeney and Al Thoman of 
Carpenters 36 pointed to Nixon’s 
renewed bid to impose compul- 


Sory government arbitration in 
transportation industry disputes, 
controlling wage settlements. 

“If they regulate wages, they 
should regulate profits and 
prices,” said Thoman, 

Doyle Williams of Steamfitters 
Local 342, newly named Contra 
Costa County BTC president, 
urged two-county construction 
unions to give strong support to 
the Contra Costa council's effort 
to build its strength as a grass- 
roots method of protecting work- 
ing people’s rights. 

In other BTC developments: 

1. Secretary-Treasurer Lamar 
Childers asked unions to speed 
up signing of the Alameda Coun- 
ty voluntary labor-minorities- 
management affirmative action 
program for minority opportun- 
ity. 

(The “hometown” agreement, 
aimed at staving off arbitrary

The U.S. Bureau of Labor Stat- 
istics has released new estimates 
of the costs of standard budgets 
for a family of four with two 
school-age children. It is based 
on spring, 1970, costs. 

The figures show not only a 
startling rise in the costs of a 
moderate budget but also, a wid- 
ening gap in the last three years 
between average earnings and 
basic living costs. Instead of 
catching up to what is consid- 
ered to a commonly-accepted 
moderate living standard, many 
families actually are falling be- 
hind. 


THE NATIONAL average cost 
for a moderate budget for a fam- 
ily of four by last spring had 
risen to $10,664 a year, including 
taxes, or $883 a month. But liv- 
ing costs since then have risen 
a little over 214 per cent, and 
we have updated the total bud- 
get cost accordingly. 

Thus, going into 1971, we esti- 
mate that this moderate budget 
now costs about $11,000 a year. 
That’s about $915 a month or 
$210 a week. 

The BLS also estimates the 
cost last spring of a “lower” 
budget for a family of four at 
$6,960 a year or $580 a month. 
Updated, this noticeably meager 
budget now costs approximately

$7,150 a year. That’s almost $600 
a month or about $137 a week, 
including taxes. 

In contrast to the cost of $210 
for a moderate budget and $137 
a week for the lower or scrimp- 
ing budget, the average indus- 
trial worker currently earns 
about $122 a week. Thus, he 
cannot afford even the lower 
budget. 


THE RISE in the cost of these 
modest budgets is an eye-opener. 
In 1969 the moderate budget cost 
about $10,000, and the lower

Thus, the cost of a moderate 
standard of living has gone up 
$1,000 in just a year and a half, 
and $1,750 in three and a half 
years. 

In 1967 the average worker, 
with $101 a week, earned $77 less 
than the intermediate budget 
and $14 less than the lower bud- 
get. Now, even with higher 
wages, he is $88 and $15 away 
respectively.

NLRB cites bank over firing 


Security National Bank, whose 
president is on record that he’s 
“with organized labor all the 
way,” has been cited for dis- 
charging an employe for union 
activities, Office & Professional 
Employees Local 29 disclosed. 

The union was distributing 
leaflets to employes and custom- 
ers telling them that the region- 
al National Labor Relations 
Board has filed an unfair labor 
practice, charge against the bank 
in the firing of a Local 29 sup- 
porter. 

The union began organizing 
at Security’s nine branches in 
Alameda and Contra Costa 
Counties in late 1969. 

Last July 24, the union noted,

union authorization cards were 
fired. The NLRB proceeded 
against the bank in one of the 
cases. 

Leaflets to customers asked 
them to tell bank President 
Fortney H. “Pete” Stark that 
they disapproved of the action 
charged to the bank.

risen about $5 a month since 
last spring. 

You do have a better chance 
of beating the intermediate 
budget estimate of $204 for a 
family of four. 

To get down as low as the $9- 
$10 a week per person indicated 
in the lower-cost budget would 
mean (1) most meals away from 
home would have to be carried 
from home, save possibly for 
school lunches, if available at 
your schools; (2) very moderate 
use of meat. The lower budget 
allows for only 11 pounds of 
meat, fish or poultry a week 
compared to 174% pounds in the 
moderate budget. 

Another noticeable difference 
between the two budgets is in 
car expenses. The allotment for 
the intermediate budget is based 
on a two-year-old used car and 
replacing it every four years. The 
lower car allotment is based not 
only on a smaller mileage allow- 
ance, but on owning an eight- 
year-old car. 

Nor does the lower budget per- 
mit any out-of-town travel on 
public vehicles. It’s a great life 
if you don’t weekend! 


Another saving is achieved by 
reducing recreational expendi- 
tures, included in “other goods 
and _ services,” almost to the 
minimum of using mainly free 
recreation and library facilities

UC guarantees 
raise; strike OK 
request withdrawn 


University of California Non- 
academic Employees Local 1695 
this week withdrew its request 
for strike sanction against UC 
after the university agreed in 
writing that “interim” raises 
would be paid dormitory work- 
ers. 

The University also agreed 
that it did not consider the 
raises a final settlement of Local 
1695’s demand for pay parity for 
dormitory maids and janitors 
with school building custodians 
and matrons. 

The raises are 5 per cent for 
dormitory janitors and 714% per 
cent for maids. The University

This week, Local 1695 and the 
university exchanged their ver- 
sions of maid and janiter job 
descriptions and negotiations on 
parity were expected to begin 
next week.

A Technicolor, Inc., settlement, 
ratified just before a strike dead- 
line by Office & Professional 
Employees Local 29, gives 150 
members pay raises and fringe 
improvements in a two-year con- 
tract. 

Workers at the Technicolor 
San Francisco plant will get 24- 
cent per hour pay raises in each 
contract year, with the first in- 
crease retroactive to December 2.

As this is another year we have 
a lot to do and look forward to. 
Still trying to make better work- 
ing conditions and better wages 
for 1971. After lengthy discus- 
sions and so forth, we did get 
two things done, one being pay- 
roll dues deductions, of which 
we have tried to get done for a 
long time and finally succeeded, 
next, we accepted a 5 per cent 
raise which was satisfactory with 
some and some not. 

Local 371 endorsed the de- 
mands of Local 1695 and so in- 
formed the University of our act. 
The work load is still being im- 
posed upon the custodians, not 
hiring sufficient experienced 
custodians to aid during these 
critical times (which aren’t go- 
ing to leave but get worse). 
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This doesn't improve ‘quality of living’

s of Iowa wrote the follow- 
ing criticism of the Nixon adminis- 
tration last fall. The unemployment 
data he cited then has changed some- 
what since, but for the worse. ) 

There was a period of my life 
when I used to drive big trucks 
across the length and breadth 
of this big country. Obviously, 
the main idea of a truck driver 
is to get there with the payload 
on time. But you do see a lot 
of country and meet a lot of 
People while you are at it. 

This is when I learned to ap- 
preciate the marvelous variety 
of this country and to realize 
that plain people are pretty 
much the same—good and ap- 
proachable—all over the land. 

When President Nixon, early 
in his present term, pledged that 
he would raise “the quality of 
living” for all Americans, I 
thought this was a fine objec- 
tive. I believe that the American 
people deserve governmental pol- 
icies which spread the blessings 
of abundance and liberty 
throughout this great land. 

Unfortunately, for the vast 
majority of Americans, including 
the working men and women, 
the policies of this administra- 
tion have lowered the quality of 
living, rather than raising It. 

Let me be specific. The policy 
or non-policy of this administra- 
tion in controlling inflation has 
fallen with greatest impact on 
the average American. The eco- 
nomic figures tell the story. 

Unemployment has _ soared 
from 3.3 per cent of the labor 
force to 5.6 per cent—and it is 
obvious now that it is going to 
get a lot worse before it gets 
better. Production has fallen 6.5 
per cent since the July, 1969, 
peak. 

In the meantime, the cost of 
living index from October to Oc- 
tober rose 5.9 per cent. 

Interest rates have moderated 
somewhat, but who can borrow 
money if you are out of a job 
or if the rising cost of living eats 
up everything you earn? 

We're not raising the quality 
of living in this country when 
more than 4,600,000 people are 
out of work. 

We're not raising the, quality 
of living when the cost of living 
keeps going up at present astro- 
nomical rates. 

We're not raising the, quality 
of living when manpower train- 
ing programs, education, welfare, 


medical research and _ public 
health programs are cut back. 

We’re not raising the quality 
of living when crime increased 
in this country by more than 
11 per cent in the past year and 
drug abuse and narcotic addic- 
tion are rising rapidly. 

We're not raising the quality 
of living in terms of protecting 
our environment when the Sec- 
retary of the Interior gets fired 
for becoming too conservation- 
minded. 

We're not caring at all about 
the quality of living for Ameri- 
cans when nothing of conse- 
quence is being done either by 
government or private industry 
to convert our industrial ma- 
chinery from war to peacetime 
pursuits. 

I have traveled in many states 
in recent months. I am con- 
vinced that people everywhere 
are becoming more concerned 
about our still unsolved prob- 
lems and our new emerging ones. 

They are concerned about our 
deteriorating cities, about inade- 
quate health care, about racial 
tensions, about the housing gap 
and the unchecked drug prob- 
lem. They deeply want to be a 
united people again. They are 
sick of the bickering and the 
invective. 

Obviously the present admin- 
istration cannot be held respon- 
sible for all of the problems that 
beset us. 

But they can—and should—be 
held responsible for the failure 


to mount effective action to 
solve these problems. 

Unfortunately, much of the 
action that is being taken by 
the government these days is 
repressive of individual rights 
and due process. 


It may seem that such repres- 
Sive moves as preventive deten- 
tion, no-knock entry and legal- 
ization of increased surveillance 
of private citizens is justifiable 
in the name of law and order. 

But crime and violence keep 
rising. 

In the meantime, it should be 
remembered that when man’s 
home ceases to be his castle in 
the ghetto, it also ceases to be 
his castle in other parts of the 
central city and in the suburbs. 

A free people doesn’t improve 
its quality of living by surrend- 
ering its hard-earned individual 
liberties. 


Whatever one’s view of the 
war in Viet Nam may be, it can 
be readily seen that if we fo- 
cused the same level of attention 
on our priority problems here at 
home, that we focus on the war 
in Asia, we would create a new 
era of hope for America. 


After all, our front line of na- 
tional defense runs from Los An- 
geles to New York City and from 
the Canadian border to the Mex- 
ican border. Only with a strong, 
free, united society here at home 
will we attain the quality of liv- 
ing for which America has such 
great potential. 


Oil agreements approved 


Two new contracts, following 
the national pattern which fore- 
Stalled a nationwide oil strike 
January 1, have been ratified by 
Oil, Chemical & Atomic Workers 
members in the East Bay and 
approval of a statewide agree- 
ment with another oll firm was 
expected this week. 


Members of OCAW Local 1-5 
approved agreements with Phil- 
lips Petroleum at Martinez and 
Standard Oil of California at 
Richmond. 


The agreements, covering 1,200 
members at Richmond and 650 
at Martinez, raise wages 81% per 
cent last January 1 and 714 per 
cent January 1, 1972, add one 
more holiday and improve pen- 
sion and health care provisions. 


Management agreed to notify 
the union of impending plant 
closures for discussions on job 
transfer, severance pay, early re- 
tirement and other methods of 
protecting employes. 

Members of Local 1-5 and Wil- 
mington Local 1-128 voted last 
week on a similar statewide pact 
with Shell Oil Company, and re- 
sults were expected this week. 

The agreements follow the 
Pattern set by a pact with Gulf 
Oil, reached as OCAW was set 
for a nationwide strike January 
1. The Gulf agreement was set 
as a minimum in bargaining 
with other companies.

b. It is mandatory on the 
member's part if he is to remain 
eligible for the General Office 
funeral donation! 

c. In my opinion, to deprive 
a Brother of his membership 
against his wishes, would be 
rendering dishonor for honor, 
for his years of faithful mem- 
bership persisting. It would 
brand the Local] as being devoid 
of the Fraternal love worthy of 
honor. 

Q. Why did I have to start 
earning my pension aj] over 
again each time I left and came 
back to the Industry? 

A. The answer is two-fold. 

a. You had less than 10 years 
jn the Industry when you left, 
and you stayed out of the trade 
for more than two years, thereby 
Josing your accumulated credits. 

b. There is a clause in the 
Trust document, now, that per- 
mits an employee to regain those 
lost credits. 

This is done by coming back 
to work in the Industry, and 
earning 80 new credits (at 16 
credits per year, you have your 
credits regained in 5 years) after 
reemployment in the Industry. 

A thorough study of the Pen- 
sion Trust booklet, The General 
Constitution and the Collective 
Bargaining Agreement can be 
very enlightening.

The Equal Rights Amendment 
to the Constitution of the Unit- 
ed States appears to be dead. The 
Amendment passed the House of 
Representatives by an _  over- 
whelming vote—getting the sup- 
port of every Congresswoman, 
and it appeared that it would fi- 
nally pass the Senate, since some 
80 Senators had co-sponsored it. 
Nevertheless, it was defeated and 
organized labor had a great deal 
to do with its defeat. 

The proposed amendment says 
simply: “Equality of rights un- 
der the law shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States 
or by any State on account of 
sex.” The language seems 
straightforward, and realization 
of the demand of women for 
equal treatment is long overdue. 
There is also no doubt that the 
main reason the amendment 
has been defeated every year for 
the past 47 years is the bigotry 
of male legislators and lobbyists 
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who think that “woman’s place 
is in the home’ and who, repre- 
senting business interests, are 
indifferent to the problems of 
30,000,000 women workers in this 
country. The majority of these 
women must work to support 
themselves and their families. 
Their low wages and bad work- 
ing conditions are a scandal. The 
fact that only 4,000,000 of them 
are organized is a rebuke to the 
labor movement and a serious 
weakness since it provides the 
employers of the country with a 
large pool of workers who are 
forced to work for these wages 
and under these conditions. 
The irony of the situation is 
that it is precisely these 30.000.- 
000 workers who would find 
themselves victimized if the 
amendment were passed in its 
present form. Possibly half of 
these workers come under the 
federal wages and hours law, 
which guarantees only $1.60 an 
hour, overtime pay after 40 hours 
and some protection on maxi- 
mum hours. In many States, Cal- 
ifornia being one of them, State 
protective legislation is the only 
protection these workers have. 
The Industrial Welfare Commis- 
sion in this State has been es- 
tablished with the power to set 
wages, hours and working condi- 
tions for women and minor 
workers. As a result of constant 
predding by the trade union 
movement, the Commission has 


issued industry orders setting 
these conditions. 
Specific rights include: the 


right of one day of rest a week; 
meal periods; rest periods of 10 
minutes every 4 hours; regula- 
tion of night work; provisions 
for sanitary facilities and rest 
rooms; and restrictions on the 
amount of weight a woman can 
be forced to lift. 


Needless to say, the employers 
and every emplover association 
in California fought every one 
of these improvements. All of 
them would go down the drain 
should the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment be passed in its present 
form. (At the last Senate sub- 
committee hearing both support- 
ers and opponents admitted that 
these laws would be considered 
discriminatory under the lan- 
guage of this amendment). It 
would be employers, not workers, 
women or men, who would ben- 
efit if this version of the ERA 
were to be passed. Instead, the 
only responsible way to correct 
the discrimination implied by 
protective legislation would be to 
extend that protection to men. 

While this attempt to turn the 
demands for equal treatment 
against working women — who 
suffer from sex discrimination 
the most—has been defeated, the 
problem of these 30,000,000 ex- 
ploited workers remains. The 
labor movement cannot rest on 
its laurels. At best the lobbying 
of the AFL-CIO prevented a 
worsening of their condition 
Their improvement can only be 
brought about by organizing 
women workers. In orcer to do 


that, the present, mostly male,

The trend in aovernment these days seems to be to load 
the financial burden on poor people and working people while 
benefitting the rich and government officials themselves. 

The now rescinded pay raise which the Alamda County 
supervisors voted themselves—while crying out loud about the 
cost of welfare—is a case in point. 

It is interesting to remember that the board acted on its 
pay raise the same day it sought to deprive strikers’ children 
of welfare. 

Meanwhile, in Washington the President answers the 
rising tide of joblessness by announcing a multi-billion dollar 
tax break to business, hoping some will “trickle down” to 
working people, instead, as we suspect, going into even big- 
ger profits. 

This is the President who vetoed a bill to make useful 
government jobs available to some 1,000,000 of tie nearly 
5,000,000 unemployed. 

In Sacramento, the governor shouts for a reduction in wel- 
fare and health care for the poor while approving a raise in 
his own salary and refusing to consider new taxes on business 
to meet the state’s deficit. 


As the song says, it’s the poor who get the blame. 


Food stamp rule is unfair 


Congress has passed a law, denying food stamps to poor 
families if one adult family member refuses to accept a job— 
without regard to wages or suitability of the worker to the job. 

This is a limited triumph for those reactionaries who 
grudge any kind of help to the poor—holding them to be 
loafers. 

It violates the established concept that if anyone is un- 
fortunate enough to be in need, there is a responsibility to 
help him. 

It requires that no food stamps may be issued to any 
family if any one of its members between 18 and 65, except 
mothers and students, refuses practically any job. 


Such a job could pay as low as $1.30 an hour, 30 cents 
below the federal $1.60 per hour, in occupations where there 
is no minimum, 


Children would be denied food stamp aid to their diet 
if just one family member refused to work. 


Food stamps help the poor to an adequate diet by cut- 
ting food prices for them. Inadequate diet can retard children 
mentally and undermine their health so that they will be 
chronically in need of public assistance as adults. 


To expose them to such dangers because a brother or 
father—for qood or bad reasons—refused a job is a callous 
denial of their right to grow up to be productive, self-suffi- 
cent citizens. 


Labor needs a voice on TV 


A weekly television program on labor matters is about 
to go on the air in Hawaii through cooperation of the Hawaii 
Educational Television Network, unions and the University 
of Hawaii. 

Its title, Rice and Roses, is intriguing and its purpose 
to keep working people informed on matters of importance 
to them is commendable. 


Besides news of labor, it will provide consumer infor- 
mation which is a vitally needed service neglected by the 
major media. 

Labor in the Bay Area has sporadically presented radio 
programs, but we know of none now underway. 

Other than the AFL-CIO’s Labor News Conference on 
the Mutual Network, we know of no other labor radio pro- 
gram and no television program telling labor's views. 

A Bay Area labor television program would be valuable 
and would find a wide audience. And we can assure TV 
that there is plenty of now unused material in labor to keep 
such a program interesting.

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AFL-CIO aide fears 6.5 pct. joblessness 


President Nixon’s economic 
policies threaten to send the 
unemployment rate to 6.5 per 
cent by mid-1971, an AFL-CIO 
economist warned after revela- 
tion that the rate had hit a 
nine-year high of 6 per cent in 
December. 

December’s 6 per cent meant 
4,974,000 workers were out of jobs 
—116,0600 more than the 4858,- 
000 who were jobless in Novem- 
ber. 

AFL-CIO Research Director 
Nat Goldfinger said: 

“Unless the administration 
takes massive expansionary ac- 
tions—very decisive actions—to 
boost sales production and em- 
pioyment, unemployment is go- 
ing to continue to rise through 
most of the rest of the year. It 
may well reach 6.5 per cent or 
higher by summer and fall.” 

The basic cause of joblessness, 
he said, is the Nixon administra- 
tion’s squeeze on the economy 
during the last two years. 

AFL-CIO President George 
Meany warned last February 
that the unemployment rate 
could hit 6 per cent in 1970 if 
President N xon did not change 
his economic slowdown “game 
plan.” 

The 6 per cent was a nine- 
year joblessness high and was 
up from November’s 5.8 per cent 
and the 3.5 per cent of Decem- 
ber, 1969. 

The increase in numbers of 
unemployed occurred despite a 
290,000 rise in the employed 
total as most of those involved 
in the Genera! Motors strike re- 
turned to work. 

Goldfinger called the jobless 
rise ‘a tragedy that could have 
and should have been averted.” 

Some details of the tragedy: 

The rise affected aimost all 
categories of workers: adult 
men and women, married men, 
white - collar and_ blue - collar 
workers, the Labor Department 
Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported. 

Long-term unemployment was 
up significantly in December, 
increasing the number of work- 
ers out of a job 15 weeks of long- 
er to 1,300,000 from 1,000,000 in 
November, the BLS noted. Only 
1,500,000 workers were listed on 
long-term unemployment in 
December 1969. 

Adult women accounted heav- 
ily for the increase as their rate 


was up to 5.7 per cent from 5.5 
per cent the month earlier. For 
adult men, the jobless rate rose 
to 43 from 4.2 per cent, the BLS 
said. 

The teenage unemployment 
rate remained at 17.5 per cent. 
The rate held steady for white 
workers at 5.5 per cent, but 
jumped to 93 per cent for 
Negroes and other minorities 
from 8.8 per cent in November. 

Blue-collar unemployment rose 
to 7.7 per cent from 7.4 per cent 
in November. The rate for 
white-collar workers increased

Actor - politician big business 
oriented Republican Governor 
Ronald Reagan, who denounced 
the farm workers’ boycott of 
non-union grape corporations 
while condemning welfare as the 
cause of high rise in taxes, today 
vetoes the $1,800,000 federal 
grant to California Rural Legal 
Assistance. 

This is a matter of great con- 
cern to the people of California, 
for without federal grants CRLA 
cannot exist Its dedication to 
represent with the best legal aid 
the working man, minorities, the 
poor on welfare, most of which 
cases it has won is a matter of 
record. 

While it seeks court action 
providing school lunches for im- 
poverished children, it has over 
the years given farm workers the 
legal aid for winning over 90 
per cent of their cases. Today 
the life of CRLA rests in the 
hands of Office of Economic 
Opportunity Director Frank Car- 
lucci, who will hear from Rea- 
gan’s executive secretary and his 
poverty chief the reasons for his 
veto; however, thanks to Sena- 
tor Alan Cranston’s demand he 
will also hear the more sympa- 
thetic views of the five people 
comprising OEO’s National Ad- 
visory Committee. 

In his determined effort to re- 
tain the humanitarian services 
of CRLA, Cranston has the sup- 
port of fellow Democrats Sena- 
tors Edward Kennedy, Walter

Striking Typographical Union 
Local 21 has filed a petition for 
a collective bargaining election 
at the scab-operated San Rvafael 
Independent - Journal, forestall- 
ing possible management action 
to decertify the union as bar- 
gaining agent. 

The I-J could have filed for 
decertification on the strike’s 
first anniversary January 7, but 
the NLRB now must first act on 
‘he election petition. 

With its election plea, Local 21 
also filed a new unfair !abor 
practice charge, accusing the 
I-J of failing to bargain, The un- 
ion noted that it had three times 
asked for a bargaining session in 
December and got no definite 
management action. 

On the day the charge was 
filed the I-J agreed to meet Jan- 
uary 11. At the session, the union 


submitted far-reaching changes 
in its position on several items, 


including management “must” 
issues. 
Management’s answer three 


days later was that it would not 
negotiate until the representa- 
tion issue raised in the union’s 
petition fof election was settled. 

The new unfair charges 
against the I-J also ,accused 
company guards of threatening 
and intimidating some union 
pickets.

The Nixon administration is 
ready to revive its attempt to 
put transportation industries 
under compulsory § arbitration, 
foreshadowing an all-out labor 
fight in Congress to save collec- 
tive bargaining. 


Anvther labor Congressional 
battle is expected over Nixon’s 
agreement to require recipients 
of his proposed family assistance 
to work for as little as $1.20 per 
hour. 


Secretary of Labor James D. 
Hodgson disclosed the adminis- 
tration’s plan to revive its so- 
called Emergency Public Interest 
Protection bill at a press con- 
ference, in which he listed other 
Nixon legislative goals.

Sheet Metal aides

Reagan zeroes in on health 
care, welfare assistance 


Governor Reagan, as expected, 
called for big cuts in MediCal 
and welfare costs as his solution 
to a staggering deficit facing the 
state. 

In his “State of the State” 
message to the Legislature, he 
called welfare and MediCal a 
“cancer eating at our vitals,” 
banned new taxes including any 
on corporations, and took a 
swipe at teacher tenure, among 
other proposals. He proposed 
MediCal patients should help 
pay for care. 

A blunt Democratic reaction 
came from San Francisco As- 
semblyman Willie Brown who 
declared “we should first de- 
termine our needs, then find the 
revenues required to meet them.” 

Assembly Speaker Bob Moretti 
said he feared that Reagan’s 
welfare and MediCal cuts would 
only boost local taxes. 


More than an inkling of that 
possibility was the prediction 
two days later by Alameda 
County Administrator Earl 
Strathman of a nearly $8,000,000 
county deficit by the end of 
this fiscal year. 


He blamed the predicament on 
Reagan’s previous and planned 
MediCal cutbacks, local welfare 
spending and the state’s failure 
to return business inventory tax 
funds. 


MediCal cutbacks, he said, 
could be “devastating” to elderly 
Persons and impose a “heavy 
and, indeed, impossible patient 
load” on the county. 

Meanwhile, the California 
Medical Association took to the 
courts in a suit against the 
previous MediCal cuts, calling 
them in direct conflict with the 
intent of the MediCal law. 


Hayward teachers get only 2.66 pct. 


Despite protests by the Hay- 
ward Federation of Teachers and 
other teacher organizations, the 
school board Monday night voted 
only a 2.66 per cent salary raise 
for the current school year. 

The raise will not even meet 
the rise in living costs, Teachers 
Union President Lew Hedgecock 
told the board. The union wants 
raises based on the cost of living 
or an estimated 6 per cent, he 
declared. 

The board has delayed action 
on the raise while school admin- 
istrators discussed salaries with 
the Certificated Employes Coun- 
cil, the successor to the Winton 
Act “negotiating council” of 
teacher organizations. 

But the union pointed out the 
council has no bargaining power 
with the result that the school 
board has complete discretion 
over salaries and conditions and 
imposes them without bargain- 
ing. 

There was not even an agree- 
ment with the council, Hedge- 
cock pointed out. 

The 2.66 per cent raise did not 
match the 3 per cent which the 
Hayward Unified Teachers As- 
sociation, a California Teachers 
Association affiliate, had said it 
would accept. 

The board this week reaffirm- 
ed its position that it would not 
tap a $300,000 undistributed re- 
serve fund for teachers salaries. 

Teachers got an approximate 
14 per cent raise last school year 
when members of the union and 
the unaffiliated Secondary 


Classroom Association of Teach- 
ers staged a “minimum day” 
demonstration, teaching only 35 
minutes per period to protest 
substandard pay. 


The board indicated then it 
would keep salaries even with 
living cost rises but now says the 
pledge was only for the 1969-70 
year, the union declared. 

This week’s board meeting was 
preceded by an _ informational 
picket line in which members of 
United Public Employees Local 
390 joined union teachers and 
members of HUTA, SCAT and 
the Hayward Guidance Associa- 
tion to publicize teachers pay 
problems, 


U.S. project uses 
foreign steel 


A federally-financed Califor- 
nia bridge building project is 
using Japanese steel which 
would have represented 44 man 
years of work by Americans if 
produced in this country, the 
Labor -Management Committee 
for Fair Foreign Competition 
disclosed. 


The U.S. Bureau of Reclam3- 
tion Auburn-Forestville bridge 
superstructure job is using 6,700 
tons of steel, the committee said. 
It indicated that the project is 
the first uring foreign-fabricated 
steel in a California bridge.
